Readers’ Reports and FM Industry (if there is such} News 


Peter Taylor writes from CA, having returned from a vacation to a park near Bend 
OR, actually near Black Butte “about 8 mi NW of Sisters, which is about 20 mi WNW 
Redmond. Beautiful area, 100 degrees, no humidity, clear, with snowcapped moun- 
tains.” He heard all stations and translators listed with the exception of no 97.7 
KPDQFM translator, which he thinks has moved to 92.7, Redmond. Calls of KKCW 
103.3 Beaverton sounded more like KKJW (formerly KTJ.A). And K288CC Bend 

is still on even after primary’s move to 95.1 (KIJK Prineville, which moved from 95.3). 
According to Grit, WJSA 93.5 Jersey Shore PA was to have started Aug. 1, g, and 
Moody network news, 

An article in QST, March, 1984, pp. 30-33, “WHF Propagation and Methodology,” 
by Richard Miller, Hillsburgh ON, might be of interest to TV and FM DXers. It reviews 
refractivity in tropo DX, and notes, for example, that Buffalo NY has normal tropo 
77% of the time in the spring, below normal 3%, super refraction 14% and ducting 6%. 

Larry Fuss says, “Regarding Phil Boersma’s suggestion concerning a radical change in 
[myjcategories, I must agree. Not only are they confusing, but some are rather inaccur- 
ate. Lumping all contemporary formatted stations under R(ock) is misleading. Thereis 
a vast difference in the music on WRMM and WZGC in Adlanta, but they are both 
classified as rock. I also think the network categories could be simplified. While C,M 
and N are self-explanatory, things like Z and Y are confusing.”[ I tend to agree with the 
latter, and regarding the former I hope to have spoken at the WIFDA convention on 
radio format classifications and the “FM Atlas.” In the new book you'll see I do dis- 
tinguish between the two stations you list. WZGC is r and WRMM is rm.] Larry again: 

“I am currently involved in several FM applications, all of which I have prepared on 
my own, I am also available to do applications for other people for a very reasonable 
fee. I can do FM and TV applications for new stations, power increases, site changes, 
etc. With FCC deregulation, almost anyone can file for a new station, so if anyone is 
interested, give me a call at 404-775-6920 or write me at PO Box 3976, Jackson GA 
30233. Ihave a complete list of vacant allocations on hand, and can also do channel 
searches if someone would like to fit in a new allocation.” 

Nick Lombardi is looking forward to seeing the new “FM Atlas,” and is glad I was 
able to coordinate the deadline with that of my column. But Nick, who grew up with 
my format categories and is quite comfortable with them, still wonders: “What, pray 
tell, is ‘progressive country’, an extra twang or two at the end of each verse? In my 
opinion the term is absolutely meaningless and should be dropped from further 
consideration.” 

Jim Pizzi noted KPER Hobbs NM varying from 96.15 to 95.95, off frequency from 
95.7, And he says MI has two Lakeviews—one near (s. of) Battle Creek (which I don’t 
see on any of my maps), and the one which will be home of WLKV 106.3, 45 miles 
NNW Grand Rapids. Wendell Ford says WAGO 105.9 EDs as Chicago only—no Elm- 
wood Park! There’s alot of FMactivity in southern Ontario, with the CRTC recently 
lifting its freeze on new FM stations there. Look for major stations on 89.5 and 90.3 
in Toronto, 97.3 in Richmond Hill, 102.9 Hamilton and 104.9 Niagara Falls. “WBNY 
*91.3 is a poor assignment, too close to CJRT *91.1 Toronto; should be on 91.7,”says 
St. Catharines’ Stephen Tuura. John Ebeling says KBSB *89.7 Bemidji is on the air, 
and KBHW 99.5 International Falls announced a translator on 98.3, but we’re not sure 
where it is located. KDNW Duluth’s *88.9 translator often relays 90.5 Fort Frances 
ON. “Duluth doesn‘t have all that much power & Hibbing is a fair distance. . .” 

Richard E .Berg-Andersoncomments on my note in the June, 1984 VUD column 
about WKRB Brooklyn NY moving to 103.1 from 90.9 that “this time it must be for 
real.” As of July 15, it is still on 90.9 and shows no signs of moving—its slogan is91Now. 
ASun. night show, 2100 to 2300 EDT, has two guys talking about mostly boy-girl 
relationships, and is controversial because of some weird callers getting explicit (with 10- 
to-18 year-olds), So check out WKRB or call them and find out if *103.1 is in its future. 
WTPI'107.9 Indianapolis expected on in Oct., mj. Blaupunkt’s ARI SCA-type system 
travels to CA, where its 57 kHz emanations will be on KBIG, KOST, KSRF, KNOB, 
KGGI, KWVE and KYXY, each covering a different motoring zone. 

Off Air: KAXE *91.7 Grand Rapids MN until about Sept., because of a truck knock- 
ing out a guy wire toppling the tower. Also off was KNNS 96.9 Grand Rapids, but back 
on with 80 watts, five-mile radius. KNNS not received in Adolph, even under ideal 
conditions—only KDLO-FM 96,9 Watertown SD heard. Truck was delivering gravel to 
the transmitter site. 

WVGR *104.1 Grand Rapids MI is working to improve its pick up of WUOM Ann Arbor for off- 
air retaying, but has no plans to add local programming. Phil Boersma comments: “Signal is picked 
up off air in Battle Creek and microwave relayed...1 have heard WVGR relay WCML Alpena and 
WETL South Bend, and E-skip brought in aKVTT 91.7 Dallas TX ID over WVGR...In some ways, 
WVGR is just an overpowered translator...they do have local studio capacity, though.” 

WXAT 93.1 Chicago keeps its 67 kHz Music SCA, but also has music, “more raucous,’ at 92 kHz.

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The last style of dipole receiving some vopularity is a "close-in-the- 
window" model, This antenna has the two halves of itst one element in a 
"V" shape with a clip at the bottom which gets clipped on the window and 
when the window is rolled up is pressure-fitted between glass and door. 

At the top of the element, the ends are bent so as to present a horizontal 
antenna aways up from the roof. This is a good antenna but is somewhat 
directional and because much of the element is in the vertical plane, gain 
is somewhat lower than the wing type. The window-fitted antenna is avail- 
able from several suppliers including Channel] Master and Russell. Both are 


made by the same company (in the Far East?) I believe. The basic difference 


between the two is that the Channel Master comes with coax feeding a balun 
whereas the Russell comes with coax ending in a RCA plug plugging into a 5 
position tuning box (which really works by the way) and ending up 300 ohm. 
I think that under most conditions, the Russell would be a good choise 
between the two. 


A RV antenna which uses 2 crossed dipoles for omnidirectional pick-up is the 
Winegard HA-130, When traveling down the road the elements fold straight up 


and are pulled down into a protective tube leaving only the mast exposed. 
This antenna is about the right length to be very good for FM with perfor- 
mance decreasing the further you get away from there. 

Other than dipole type antennas, the only product which I can find is the 
Sony. <A rough idea of its' top view is shown in the diagrams, I do not 


have an actual picture to work off from. This is meant to be an omni-direc- 


tional type and sells very well. I cannot vouch for how well it works but 
it is very nice looking as antennas go; kind of a Star Wars looking thing. 
Its' main problem as far as I can see is its' close proximity to the roof, 


Last but not least (and maybe most obvious) , regular home-style antennas 
can be RV mounted; folded up while driving, open when dx'ing, The main 
problem when going this route is that when folding and unfolding a regular 
antenna this many times it will soon fall apart, or if it has very stiff 
element clips will be so aggrevating you might be tempted to forget it. 

RV type foldable antennas usually have no technical information available 
.for them but should outperform the dipole types. 

As for preamps themr's not much to choose from. WinnTenna makes a couple of 
models and Winegard has a 300 ohm model. A makeshift arrangement can be 


made by using a rabbitt-ear amplifier which requires a 12 volt supply. Both 


the Winegard and Channel Master products can be used in this way I believe. 
All you need to do is cut the wire which connects the power-pack with the 
amplifier and connect it to your 12 volt supply.

Bill Draeb asked about a news report he 
heard which stated that a new cable TV sta~ 
tion is on the air on channel 16 at New Lon- 
don. WI, The only channel 16's I have any 
record of is a CP for a LPTV in Land 0' Lakes 
and a CP for WYJE in Manitowoc, which is 
actually going to be weaker than the LPIV. 
But nothing for New London. Maybe it's a 
new pay channel available on their local 
cable system. Anybody have any information 
on this? 

He also noticed that WCAY-TV in Nashville 
and KDNI-TV in Ste Louis, both 30+, produce 
CCI bars with a slightly diagonal pitch. 

John Combs asked about 25 UHF translators 
set up along the Florida Keys which cover 
the Miami stations. He wrote to the Monroe 
County Commissioners, which owns the trans- 
lJators. and never got a reply. In fact, he 
wrote three times.

Buta sale of the station in the works 
should improve things, Already a new trans- 
mitter is on the way to replace the old one. 
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A few other articles involve K20AG, Anchor~ 
age's first UHF low power TV station. The 
station transmits from atop a 16~foot high 
tower and operates 17 kw ERP. The station 
has a five-meter satellite dish to pick up 
ACTS (American Christian Television System), 
a fairly new Christian satellite network 
started by the Southern Baptist Convention, 
K20aG will also broadcast local school sports 
events, and sell commercial time locally. 

But no commercials for alcoholic beverages or 
Rerated movies, etce 

There are already three satellite networks 
of religious organizations: CBN, PTL, and 
Trinity Broadcasting, so why is the Southern 
Baptist Convention trying to start another? 
Their contention is that the three religious 
networks are all predominantly charismatic, 
whereas only 5% of the Christian community is 
charismatic, ACTS hopes to appeal to the 
majority of Christians. The network hopes 
to be on a network of LPTV stations andcable 
outlets. K20AG is its second LPTV station. 
75 cable systems so far have picked up ACTS. 
Cable systems seem to be resisting ACTS, 
looking at it as just another religious cable 
service, But the Southern Baptist Convention 
responds that they are trying to appeal to a 
much greater percentage of Christians. 

Bob Langri clipped an article from his local 
paper about KLJB, the proposed channel 18 in 
Davenport, ITAe They have FAA approval of the 
tower height, county planning board approval 
for the control building and tower in farm 
area, and hopes to be transmitting by Decem 
ber this year. 

Bill Thompson mentioned that WGRZ-TV (Buf- 
falo Gre) de aeccently using their auxili 
ary tower, next to its main tower which is 
20 miles from Buffalo's center city. Right 
now it is putting an absolutely rotten pict- 
ure into the Buffalo area. (What did you 
expect? After all, they are an NEC affiliate.) 
They are installing a new circular polariza- 
tion antenna, and are bragging that their 
signal will be much better. I am curious to 
know if there is any improvement, since they 
were already using 100 kw. and can't go much 
higher.The only difference would be that 
there will be less ghosting on the picture. 


jyand Ghostbusters could have taken care of 


that more quickly. 

Mike Bugai revorted at the convention that 
W61AH. the SIN repeater of WXTV. ch. 41, is 
now operating on channel 47, and changed its 
location to East Hartford. Tower is in Farm 
ington, just north of the WHNB~30 tower, He 
also gave me a clipping which explains why 
they changed. WETG plans to go on the air in 


Hartford on Seotember 17, with a full 5000 


kw ERP. When the station goes on, there 
won't be any news programs, nor any apparent 
commitment to local programming, There will 
be a few public affairs programs on Saturday 
and Sunday mornings, when most people sleep 
The station's owner promises news and 
local live programming when the station gets 
financially secure, maybe in about a year. 
(But don't hold your treath. As the second 
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independent UHF station in an already-crowded 
area, that might not come for a good many 
years.) The station is adopting a strategy 
known as “counterprogramminge" That is, fea= 


ture programming in a certain time slot geared| 


toward a particular age group or interest tha 


is not reached by other stations at that time. 


Since there is virtually no children's pro- 


gramming during the weekdays on other stations 


in the area. During the evening when other 


stations have local and network news WETG will 


broadcast the most expensive, popular, and 
current syndicated programs in the area. The 
article didn't say anything about its plans 
for the Prime Time hours, but I wouldn't be 
surprised if it was filled with movies. 

Ronald Purdue heard that KXLT (Rochester 
channel 47) will be going on the air this 
fall, and that it and KXLI in St. Cloud will 
begin a news operation about that time. 

George Mileon read in the Manchester Union 
that WNHT (Concord ch, 21) was sold to the 
Flatley Company of Boston, in order to get 
more money for its operations, The station 
had been on the air for only a few months. 
and already it's haveng financial problems. 
Again, the first year or two are the most 
critical for UHF stations. 

WNDS (Derry che 50) laid off 12 people in 
order to reduce its overhead. Sounds like 
they are in the same fix, so don't expect 
that special channel 50 antenna, George. 

George also asked about the MDS Guidebook 
mentioned a few months ago. I didn't get to 
see it, and don't have any plans to purchase 
one, but I'd be curious to hear a review from 
anybody who has seen ite 

Speaking of financial problems. back to 
Bill Draeb with another letter he sent me. 
WSCO (Suring, WI channel 14) is in bad shape, 
and was having a fund-raising drive. WSCO is 
a religious station running only 200 kw. 
pretty weak for a UHF station, If the money 
doesn't come in, they might shut down tempor- 
arily (which most likely means for good until 
somebody buys them out), seek funding from 
other religious stations, and other ideas. 
The station is not listed in the TV Guide or 
the Green Bay newspaper. 

Ben Wilkie is a new member from Maine, He 
reports that WIVX (Marlborough, MA, channel 
66) and WMPP (Lawrence, MA, channel 62) will 
become 24 hour music video channels. He 
heard talk of another UHF in eastern Massa~ 
chusetts that will be going full music video. 
(My guess is WQTV, che 68 is Boston) WGOT 
(che 60 in Merrimack, NH) will be a commer- 
cial independent station when it goes on the 
air. Everybody take note of the call letters 
gince I hadn't reported them yet. I hadn't 
seen them granted yet in the usual sources. 
Ben also asks if there is any talk about 
channels 38 or 51 in Portland, ME. There is 
no channel 38 in Portland, unless somebody 
is applying for a low power television sta~ 
tion there, Channel 51 is WHSI. which will be 
a fairly strong station when it goes on the 
air, But don't expect them on for at least 
another years 

Jim Pizzi is picking up more translators 
in the northern Texas area. Judging from the 
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information he supplied, it looks as if the 
Childress, TX translators K70BH, K72B2Z, and 
K74CH dropped down to channels 46, 48, and 50 
respectively, A channel 54 translator is 

most likely former K70PH in Turkey, TX. So 

be on the lookout also from a LPTV on channel 
52 in Childress. and three more stations in 
Turkey: ch. 56 (from K73AW), 58 (from K76AN). 
and a LPTV on ch. 60 which might have the 

same programming as che 52. 

Richard Reese says that CJBRT is definitely 
on channel 2; he logged it on 5/13. I think 
I'm missing something here, Can somebody tell 
me where CJBRT is? Anyway, he also caught 
KLBY, ch. 4 in Colby, Kansas, on 7/26 during 
a skip opening. There have been a few low 
band VHF stations starting up lately in the 
west, and I have seen them being logged by 
DX'ers in their reports. So those who have 
logged just about everything there is on 
skip still have a few more targets to look 
out for. 

Another article from George Mileon, The 
owners of WNHT-TV, ch. 21 in Concord, NH. 
deny that the proposed sale of the station 
to Flatley is not due to a problem in fund- 
ing. It's simply a matter of a willing 
buyer and a willing seller. He also says 
that as of 8/8/1984 WSTG, channel 64 in 
Rhode Island, is still not on the air. Not 
even during the daytime. 

Larry G. Fuss agrees that the reference to 
a channel 34 assignment to El Dorado must 
have been a mistake, I rechecked the Federal 
Register on that, and the correct channel is 
definitely 43, and no reference is made to a 
proposed channel 34. 

He also mentioned another of the FCC's 
changes in rules. Up to now a person or 
company could own, or have interest in, no 
more than seven television stations, no more 
than five of which could be VHF. That rule 
is now changed so that a person or company 
can be involved in up to twelve television 
stations 

Larry subscribes to a computerized data 
service that provides up to date data bases 
for broadcast television. He uses it for 
his application-preparation business, He 
can also provide information on vacant TV 
or FM channel assignments in the United 
States, Commercial and noncommercial TV are 
on two separate lists. He is offering these 
lists at %5.00 each, Also. if you would like 
a computerized printout of any particular 
state, showing vacant channels. construction 
permits. ERP, HAAT, coordinates, offsets and 
call letters, he can supply them at 25¢ per 
pagee Specify which states you would want 
and let him know. He will probably have to 
tell you how many pages it would be first.

Larry recently hit it big in Las Vegas, 
but not the way you think. One client asked 
him to find a UHF channel that could be allo- 
cated to a suburb of Las Vegas. He did one 
better. By changing KVBC-TV from channel 3 
to 2 (Las Vegas, that is), Changing ch. 4 in 
Ogden City, UT to channel 7, and deleting 


che 2 from Goldfield, Nevada, he would be 
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able to fit channel 4 in North Las Vegas. 
It was a long shot. but the FCC thought it 
made enough sense to make a proposed rule 
making. 

I can see one possible catch, A few years 
ago in Tulsa, VHF stations KJRH and KOED-TV 
wanted to switch channels, which would requi- 
re changing a noncommercial reservation from 
channel 11 to channel 2. A UHF station in 
Tulsa, interpreting an old FCC policy, held 
that this change was tantamount to establish— 
ing two new assignments, and insisted that it 
have the right to apply for the new commer= 
Cial VHF assignment in competition with the 
existing commercial VHF station. That threw 
@ monkey wrench into the whole works and the 
proposal was scrapped. In the Las Vegas 
Situation, KVBC might have to compete with 
another applicant for channel 2, 

Charles G e sent some articles on chan- 
nel 33 in » back on the air. Note that 
the call letters are KRLD-TV. I mentioned 
the controversy behind the call letters a 
few months ago. but I didn't get any official 
notice that the letters had indeed been 
changed, Four years ago the station went on 
the air as KNBN-TV and was a business nevs 
Station, When that failed it went to Spanish 
language programming, but that failed also 
and the station went dark. Metromedia came 
along. bought the station, invested a fortune 
in new equipment and programming. changed th 
call letters, did some heavy promoting, then 
went on the air with what might as well be 
considered a brand new station, Metromedia. 
as you may recall, actually produces many of 
its programs and runs them in syndication to 
other stations, That's why you're still see 
ing new an of Fame and Too Close For 
Comfort, That means that KRLD-TV von't have 
to depend on syndicated reruns for its share 
of the audience, But there are three other 
indevendent commercial stations (not counting, 
a STV station) that are gearing up for heavy 
competition with Metromedia, 

Another article says that one of those 
other stations, KXTX-TV, channel 39. is now 
up for sale, The station is owned by CBN 
Continental Broadcasting Network. I recently 
heard a rumor that CBN might drop out of the 
broadcasting business entirely and become 
strictly a cable service. We shall see. 

T wasn't able to finish a letter from Mike 
Dorner in last month's column, He had a list/ 
of outstanding construction permits that are 
more than two years old. There are two runner} 
up permittees for the oldest construction 
permit still authorized. Both are about four 

ears old:KTIE, che 63 in Oxard, CA, and 

T, che 20 in New Orleans. And the oldest? 
Would you believe WTVU, channel 59 in New 
Haven, CT, goes back to June 24, 1953, and 
still isn't on the air? When WELI-TV was 
granted that construction permit, it propose 
to go on the air by the summer of 1954. Ten 
years later the FCC told WELI-TV to either go 
on the air or lose its permit. There appare~ 
ntly was a sale, because the station changed 
call letters in 1965 and was granted an 
extension. Its new calls were WTVU. It was 
Sold again sometimes in the seventies, and 
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has yet to go on the air, This should be on 
"That's Incredible" or maybe "Ripley's," 
Mike listed several other construction per 
mits, but that information will probably be 
detailed in the WIFDA TV Station Guide 
whenever that comes out. 

Bruce Elving mentioned that KBGT, channel 
83 in Albion, NE, used to be ABC, but is now 
an independent station. Same with KHGI, 
channel 13 in Kearney. 

John Gombs and Bill pDraeb both caught me in 
a big mixup in July's VUD, I was confusing 
WHNS, channel 21 in Asheville, NC, with WNIT. 
channel 21 in Concord, NH. George Mileon 
was talking about WNHT, and John vas talking 
about WHNS, It seems that both have similar 
call letters. same channel, and came on about 
the same time,

FEEDBACK 


Recently, WIFDAer Ralph Strobel stepped down as editor of the VUD CENTRAL 
PM DX column, a position that was created especially for him when editing 
the NORTHERN FM DX section became too time-consuming, due to the increased 
workload that many enthusiastic reporters had created. Ralph is not by 
any means a newcomer to DXing, having been a DXer for many years, and a DX 
report columnist for WTFDA since 1979. As an editor, his work was as 
close to perfect as you can get, and we always enjoyed receiving neat and 
on-time copy from him. Club HQ was a bit surprised when he stepped down. 


It should come as no surprise that we value such a DXer's opinion highly. 
In the past few months, we've had some comments and suggestions from him 
that may prove a bit controversial to some DXers, but definitely deserve 
to be discussed by the WIFDA membership. The club rules and standards for 
counting DX stations are currently under review, and may be changed soon. 
Here are some questions that Ralph would like the club membership to think 
about: 


1.) Is hearing call letters only, enough to count a 
station as new? 


2.) Is hearing the call letters only, enough to count the 
station as new? For instance, one may hear, "The 
weather for lakeland is..." Is this good enough to 
know it really was Lakeland, FL? What if there are 
two different states having a Lakeland on the same 
frequency? Then it would be impossible to know 
which Lakeland it was. 


3.) Guessing at a station because of a particular format 
should be prohibited in my opinion. 


4.) Is it proper to telephone a station asking, "Is this 
you?" Can it be counted as new if call letters or 
city is never heard over the air? My opinion is NO. 


5.) I feel the part which states “Any DX received within 
a 50 mile radius of a DXer's primary location may be 
included in scoreboard totals," should be changed from 
50 miles to 25 miles. I have compared my Muncie 
reception with Bob Zent, Huntington, IN; Dave Haskell, 
Fortville, IN; and Dave Brumfield, Richmond, IN; all 
being about 40 miles from here in different 
directions. Reception, the majority of the time, is 
totally different than what I was receiving. 


In another letter, Ralph comments: "In my opinion, the rules are outdated 
and should be revised to be more specific, and brought up to date. It has 
been obvious that (some DXers) have counted stations by format alone with 
no calls, city, etc. ever heard...then we have other DXers who want to 
count a station as new every time a call letter change is made." 


Many thanks to Ralph for his comments. Now we'd like to make a few. 
WTFDA HQ agrees that telephoning a DX station to identify it not wrong 
all by itself, as long as you do get a postive ID. Many stations 

are thrilled to hear from DXers, and sometimes will actually put the 
DXer on the air; but remember, you must hear some kind of positive 
identification from the station over the air in order to count as IDed. 
Positive identification can take many forms, but you MUST be reasonably 
certain. Don't just accept the word of anyone who answers the station 
telephone! Doing so, without having heard a definite ID from your DX 
receiver, is definitely unethical, and counter to the spirit of DXing. 
Go ahead and call a DX station if you feel like it. It's your dime, as 
the old saying goes. 


Now it's YOUR turn to comment. We want to hear on this from all WTFDA 
members, old and new alike. --HQ STAFF

FM and TV stations in the US, Canada and Mexico. If any club members 
would like a copy of a certain state or states, I can supply them for 
25-cents a copy (that's what the local bank charges for copies). If you 
need just one or two stations, send a stamped envelope and I'll send 
them to you. 


By the way, if anyone needs a map to figure out their coordinates, 
here's how to get one: If you live east of the Mississippi, write to 
The US Geological Survey, 1200 South Eads Street, Arlington, Virginia 
22202 and request a topographic map index for your state (they're free). 
After you get the index, determine which map you need and send in your 
order. The maps are only $2.75 each (there's a $i service charge for 
orders under $10). Besides the coordinates, you'll also be able to 
determine your height above mean sea level at your location. For those 
west of the big river, write _to the US Geological Survey, Box 25286, 
Denver Federal Center, Denver, Colorado 80225.

SPECIAL REPORT THE Marcu-apRIL 


Fo SKIP OPENINGS 


Although F2 skip is relatively.rare on VHF frequencies, it continues to 
amaze those of us interested in the spectrum above 30 MHz. Even though we 
are approaching what should be, in theory, the bottom of the current solar 
activity (sunspot) cycle, the events observed this spring by amateur radio 
operators on the 6-meter (50-54 MHz) band were astonishing. 


Reports of the March-April F2 skip activity prove that the alert VHF DXer 
can be rewarded with some truly exotic catches, despite the fact that the 
type of F2 skip that was encountered this spring was not "supposed" to 
happen at this point in the cycle. 


The VHF amateur radio community is still buzzing about the events, which 
allowed stations in Australia, New Zealand, and several South American 
countries to make contact with U.S. hams on the 6-meter band. Even more 
interesting to WTFDAers is the fact that Hawaiian ch 2 TV video made it 
into South Pacific and Australasian regions, while Australian and New 
Zealand TV signals were monitored in North America. 


One of the lucky amateur radio operators involved was WTFDA propagation 
expert Pat Dyer, known to many as WASIYX. Pat's San Antonio, TX location 
is among the best on the continent for both E-skip and F2. Those who 
attended the recent WIFDA convention may recall hearing tapes of some of 
these loggings made this year in San Antonio:

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THE PROBE NINE 


What's the best FM antenna available commercially? That's one of the most 
often asked questions by the newcomer to FM DXing. The most common "deep- 
fringe" antenna found in the catalogs usually features ten elements. It 
may come as a shock for you to discover that the one antenna most 
frequently rated highest in independent tests only features nine elements!

This is the Channel Master Stereo Probe Nine, a log-yagi type of antenna 
that's used by a large percentage of WIFDA's top FM DX enthusiasts. It 
May just be the most efficient 
marriage of the log-periodic and 
the yagi-uda antenna types on the 
market, when all things are taken 
into consideration. The Probe-9 
consists of five driven elements 

in front of a feed section consis- 
ting of four well-constructed 300- 
ohm folded dipoles, very well 
balanced-~-even though tuned for a 
rather large piece of the RF spec- 
trum, the entire 20 MHz of the FM 
broadcast band. Channel Master 
astutely uses aluminum element 
tubing for the phasing harness that 
connects the driven folded-dipole 
elements to the feed terminals. 
This is far better than the thin Model 4408 | 


aluminum wire used by many antenna Stereo Probe 9 

manufacturers for this purpose 

-~-it minimizes even the smallest 

mistmatch, ensuring maximum signal transfer. In fact, it is much of the 
reason that the Probe-9's gain figures are so high--typically 12.5 @B over 
a half-wave dipole at 98 MHz (one test rated it at 12.9 dB!). This is a 
considerable amount of gain for a single antenna to produce in this part 
of the VHF spectrum. In fact, you don't get something for nothing in 
antenna engineering, and there are drawbacks, albeit somewhat minor. 


What Channel Master seems to have thrown away in their "ideal" combination 
of yagi and log-type antenna designs is the reflector--that tenth element! 
Why is there no reflector element on the Probe-9? Probably two reasons. 
First, boom length is a consideration. Optimum spacing is used to achieve 
the best forward gain, and this makes the antenna already as large as (or 
larger than) most deep-fringe TV antennas. But a more important reason is 
probably the fact that a rear reflector would change the impedance of the 
four element feed section, especially with regard to the longest of the 
four folded dipoles, which would be closest to the reflector; this would 
mean that some of the forward gain would be lost. 


This leads us to what many see as the biggest drawback of the Probe-9: 
mediocre front-to-back ratio, particularly at the low end of the band. 
Many other FM log-yagi design antennas will offer better f£/b ratios, and 
several types do show narrower beamwidths than the Probe-9. However, none 
seem to be able to match it for forward gain performance. It turns out 
that the lower f/b ratio offered by the Probe-9 really isn't that hard to 
live with, because your FM tuner or receiver's "capture effect" (the 
amount of which is indicated by the capture ratio spec) can often make up 
for limitations in f/b ratio. It should also be noted that, in the United 
States at least, the lower part of the FM broadcast spectrum is populated 
by stations that, in general, have lower powers that those on the higher 
frequencies. Thus, you might not notice the lesser f/b ratio in the 88 to 
92 MHz range anyway. 


The only other drawback that comes to mind regarding this antenna is the 
availability. At present, it may be difficult to locate, due to Channel 
Master's move to a new plant. If you find a dealer with one in stock, be- 
ware. Known as the model 4408, it may be overpriced due to shortages. 5

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PART II—- THE CONVENTION — FRIDAY.

The finst,order of business at the convention was the General Business Meet- 
Ss The passage of three resolutions was first on the agenda.. The resol- 
utions dealt with the 25th anniversary of the American Shortwave Listeners 
club, Clayton Howard of radio station HCJB for his years of service to the 
DX-community as host of the DX Party Line, and to the Ontario DX Assoc. for 
a job well done as host of the convention. The 1986 convention site was 
announced to be Montreal, P.Q. Canada. ( The site of 1985 convention is Mil- 
waukee Wisc.) The next order of business was the passage of three simple 
ammendments to the constitution- 1) All new clubs must have a form of gov=- 
ernment mad up of several people. 2)Provisions were set up for the recall 
of the Executive Director and the Executive Board members. And to allow 

for the replacement of a Board Member in a vacant spot. 3) To charge clubs 
with probationary membership, the full dues rate. A constitutional ammend- 
ment introduced by the Assoc. of Clandestine Enthusiasts (ACE) calling for 

a policy whereby ANARC can not interfer with the internal affairs of a club 
was voted down as being to restrictive. 


Two proposals were put foward by Terry Colgan (Executive Director of ANARC ) 
for the inclusion of formal Admission requirements for new clubs and for 
guidelines for hosting future conventions. There was much discussion on 
two of the requirements for new clubs. They must mention ANARC news in each 
edition of their bulletin and they must not publish anything that they know 
is illegal. These guidelines were agreed to with reservations, With that 
the meeting ended at Spm. 


After a dinner break, which gave us a chance to sleep, the activities of the 
cnvention resumed with a cocktail party. Many gece? I met in Washington 
D.C. last year, were in attendance this year, The cocktail party was foll- 
owed by a presentation on a DX'pedition. I happen to think these people are 
crazy. They go out to a spot on a farm north of Toronto in all kinds of 
weather. They spend a day putting up their antennas for their shortwave 
radios, And then, on a bitter cold and windy winter night, they listen all 
night long while fighting off the natural urge to sleep. All this, just 

to get clear reception from the Falkland Islands. It sounds like fun!
